When, in 1927-28, . the Plan 
was ‘first disclosed, it was gen- 
erally scoffed at and dubbed “a 
gigantic bluff.” When the early

Work pf Joseph Stalin,” enables 
us to-gain a glimpse of that 
‘which we are seeking.’ He says, 
that the Five Yerr Plan may 
easily stretch on ‘to be a ‘Ten 
Year Plan. But points otit, that 
i the Plan itself, and not the time 
i timit, is important. The Plan 
was to ‘increase industrial pro- 
duction 78 per cent. and agricul- 
tural production 30 per cent. 
-during the period 1928-1933. 
‘This ambitious calculation was 
based on the possibility of turn- 
ing to account the enormous na- 
tural resources of Russia pro- 
perly exploited.by machinery and 
disciplined labour. 

The first object of the Plan is, 
to support and facilitate large 
scale, agriculture, not only to 
employ machinery but to make 
it, and so‘be independent of im- 
port. The second object is, to 
make Russia self-supporting in 
manufacture, The third, to im- 
prove the living conditions of the 
population as a whole. And. the 
fourth, to prove by example and 
‘economic war that Capitalism is 
out of date and must be sup- 
planted by the Russian system. 

There we have what the Plan 
is and what it hopes to achieve. 
Now-let us consider what those 
who .are: working the Plan are 
said to have achieved.
